2. The activities of the Office of Security during 
the week of 31 December 1976 - 6 January 1377 we re- highlighted 
by the following items: 

a. On 4 January, Office of Security representatives 
afforded the Attorney General designee indoctrination for 
access to Sensitive Coapartraeated Information. 

b. On S January, the Office of Security 
completed a draft of a Memorandum of Understanding regarding 
the secure utilization of classified and compartment ad 
intelligence by the Department of Commerce. The draft 
involves a second effort to reach an agreement with Commerce 
on the matter at issue and features extensive revision of an 
earlier paper which resulted in a count exproposal by Commerce. 

c. On 6 January, the Deputy Director of Security 
along with representatives of the General Counsel and 
Legislative Counsel net with, staff members of the Senate 
Select Committee on Intelligence to discuss differences 
with respect to the proposed non-disclosure agreement 

to be signed by all SSCI staff personnel. Differences 
appear to have been resolved, a new draft agreement was 
developed and this agreement is expected to he presented 
to the DCI in the immediate future for review and approval. 
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
